done in the case of Colonel Carmi A. Thompson, the Ohio and 
Minnesota coal and iron baron, in 19l?2. Since James A. White 
quit the huperintendency of the Ohio Anti-Haloon league, to run 
for governor, thereby piquing the league, there is no ccrtaiuh 
that, he will have the united support of adherents of that organ- 
ization. 


The leaders haven't decided who is to be given the Tinited 


support of the Republican organization. 
Many would like to 


have it, but of the many prospectives only one can be favored. 
There are indications at this particular time, surprising as it maj 
seem, that former Governor Harry L. Davis may be made the 
beneficiary of such aid as the leaders mav be able to bestow.
